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The negative limitation that the resin composition does not comprise an acid-modified 
polyolefin raises new issues. In the office actions dated February 21, 2003 and August 14, 2003, 
an acid-modified polyolefin was considered as being one of a claimed group of compatibilizing 
agents (C) of the resin composition. The proposed claim language excludes the entire resin 
composition from having an acid-modified polyolefin. This is a different issue which has not 
been previously considered or searched. 



The rejections of claims presented in the office action of April 12, 2004 were based on 
prior art resin compositions having zero parts compatibilizing agent (C). It is noted that any 
claim language requiring component C greater than zero parts would read over the applied prior 
art presented previously. Reference is made to the Interview Summary of June 29, 2004.
